The Sierra Madre, San 
Gabriel and San Andreas 
faults all pass through our 
mountains. By far the most 
well-known is the San An¬ 
dreas, having one of the 
longest surface traces in the 
world and extending for 
hundreds of miles northwest 
and southeast of our range. 

This is the famous fault 
that was responsible for the 
great San Francisco disaster 
of 1906, and also a contrib¬ 
uting factor in one of the 
worst disasters our moun¬ 
tains have ever known. 

William Mulholland, Irish 
immigrant who rose to be 
the most famous water chief 
in Los Angeles, knew the 
vital need of an additional 
reservoir to supplement the 
diminishing waters of the 
two San Fernando lakes 
during the drought years of 
the 20s. 

HE CHOSE A SITE for the 

construction of a new dam 
in San Francisquito Canyon, 
one which would catch and 
hold the water that ran past 
the power houses, down the 
Santa Clara riverbed, and 
was lost in the sea. Perhaps 
it was the emergency of the 
water situation that caused 
his fatal error. 

The dam w'as completed 
by May 1926 and christened 
St. Francis Dam. It held 
twice the amount of water 
contained in the San Fer¬ 
nando basins and did much 
to relieve the water crisis 
of that time. 

However, cracks through¬ 
out the mountains in that 
area due to the San Andreas 
fault created an unusual 
amount of water leakage 
soon after the dam was fill¬ 
ed. In January 1928 two 
cracks appeared on the face 
of the dam, beginning at 
top center and slanting 
downward to the sides, 
which indicated that both 
sides had moved slightly 
upward. Water leaked from 
the seams and they were 
soon calked up—it is not 
uncommon for dams to leak 
a little.

EARLY IN MARCH of that 
same year, Mulholland re¬ 
ceived a report that the 
waste water coming from 
the dam had turned muddy, 
a dangerous sign indicating 
that the abutment ground 
was being undermined. 

Mulholland and Van Nor¬ 
man inspected the dam and 
(to their relief) came to the 
conclusion that the muddy 
water was caused by road 
construction work nearby, 
and that the dam was safe. 

Near midnight of March 
12 the east abutment gave 
way. Seconds later both 
wings of the dam collapsed 
and 34.000 acre feet of water 
went roaring down the can¬ 
yon, crushing everything in 
its path. 

Families sleeping in their 
homes in the canyon below 
the dam were engulfed by 
the 100-foot wall of water. 
It raced to within a mile of 
Saugus before the pull of 
gravity deflected it into the 
Santa Clara River bed. Cas- 
taic Junction was swal¬ 
lowed. Twelve miles down¬ 
stream a construction crew 
for the Edison Company 
was caught sleeping in their 
tents. 

ON THROUGH the Santa 
Clara Valley the truant wa¬ 
ters thundered, spreading 
death and destruction. 
Scores of farm families were 
caught sleeping with no 
chance for escape. Power 
lines were wrenched down, 
cars and houses tossed 
ahead of the unleashed fury 
of the water like toys, high¬ 
ways and bridges swept 
away and rich orchards de¬ 
stroyed. 

The towns of Piru and 
Fillmore felt the rage of the 
flood and at 3:30 in the 
morning it descended on 
Santa Paula —a 25-foot wave 
that overturned houses and 
carried them downstream in 
Its teeth. 

ONWARD IT ROLLED, fi- 
nally carrying its burden to 
the sea, a few miles south 
of Ventura. The death toll 
was fixed at 385 persons, al¬ 
though an accurate total 
was never really known, 
and 1,250 homes and 7.900 
acres of farmlands were de¬ 
stroyed. 

William Mulholland, who 
had received the city’s high¬ 
est honors during his life, 
accepted full responsibility 
for the disaster and it broke 
his spirit. 

He never recovered from 
the shock of having played 
a major part in one of the 
worst disasters in American 
history. A tragic end to the 
career of a man who had 
devoted his life to bringing 
life-giving water to the city 
he loved.
